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STATUS OF THE APPLICATION 

1 . This Office action is in response to the Amendment and Remarks filed on 7 
September 2007. 

2. Applicants have clarified support for step ii of claim 16 in priority document 
60/267,551 , and thus priority for the claimed subject matter of 9 February 2001 . 

3. The rejection of claim 16 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) is withdrawn in view of 
Applicants' arguments and amendments. 

4. Those rejections or rejections not specifically addressed in this Office action are 
withdrawn in view of Applicants' amendments. 

5. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC §112 

6. Claims 16-18 remain rejected and claims 41-49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 
112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter, which was not described in the specification in such a way as 
to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and/or use the invention. This rejection is repeated for the reason of 
record as set forth in the last Office action mailed 8 March 2007. Applicant's arguments 
filed 7 September 2007 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicants argue that skilled artisans would readily acknowledge that most 
practitioners of the invention will be those that actually derived and/or own the 
proprietary trait. Applicants argue that such parties could be members of the public (e.g. 
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independent breeders and other companies) who would practice the method using their 
own soybean lines having modified phenotypes of commercial interest, therefore, the 
recitation of proprietary traits in the claims does not preclude anyone from practicing the 
invention. Applicants argue that the proprietary trait feature plays no real role in the 
operability of the claimed method - knowing the exact basis of a certain phenotype (e.g. 
a genetic event guarded by a trade secret) neither affects invention function nor 
prevents facile invention use (page 9, 2 nd paragraph of the Remarks). These arguments 
are not found to be persuasive. Given Applicants' definition in the instant specification of 
"proprietary trait" it is clear that Applicants' method would require a third party to enable 
the claims. The claims must be enabled for one skilled in the instant art in general, not a 
select few having possession of a proprietary plant or a trade secret. 

Applicants have amended claim 16, and thus has obviated the issue of the 
limitation "black seed coat soybean" (paragraph spanning pages 9-10 of the Remarks).
